Henry Faupel, one of the oldest em- 


ployees of the Bedford division, Penn- 
sylvania railroad, died at his home in 
Mann's Choice on Friday. 
He was in 


his fifty-fifth year. His death result- 
ed from injuries received in falling off 
a wagon several weeks ago. In the 
fall and winter of 1870-71 Mr. Faupel 
helped Contractor David Lee, of Bed- 
ford, to grade one mile of the 
Bedford 
and 
Bridgeport 
railroad 


at 
Sulphur Springs station 
and 


he also assisted Contractor Camp- 
bell , 
of Tyrone, 
in laying the 


track. In 1873 he entered the service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad company 
as a track laborer, under Foreman S. 
F. Miller, who at that time was sta- 
tioned at Mann's Choice, but is now at 
Bedford. In 1SS4 Mr. Faupel was pro- 
moted to track foreman of Sub-Div. 
No. 4, with headquarters at Bedford, 
and in 1S91 was transferied to Sub- 
Div. No. 5, at Mann's Choice, which 
position he filled with credit until last 
Friday, when he was called to his 
eternal home. He is survived by eight 
children, all of whom reside in Mann's 
Choice except Charles, who is a B. & O. 
R R agent and operator at Layton, 
and two sisters and five brothers, 
namely, Miss Anna Faupel, of Bedford; 
Mrs. Fr?d Turner, of near Mann's 
Choice; A II. and George Faupel, of 
Mann's Choice; C. N. Faupel, of De- 
t-oit, Mich ; John Faupel, of Califor- 
nia, and Martin Faupel, of the state of 
Washington 
The remains were taken 


to the Lutheran church on Dry Ridge, 
where they were laid to rest beside his 
wife, who w as a daughter of the late 
Nicholas \Vhiteline, of near Sulphur 
Springs. She preceded him to the 
grave about eight years ago.

Oruuge H. Doroian, 


Orange H. Dortnan, colored, a native 


of Morrison's Cove, died at his home in 
Morrellville on March S. He served in 
Uncle Sam's army during the civil war. 
The deceased was not a slave, but his 
wife, Jane, who was bred in "Old Vir- 
ginny," spent several years under a 
southern master. 
She gained her free- 


dom by the aid of the projectors of the 
famous "underground railway," who 
spirited her over the Mason and Dixon 
line. She came to this county, where 
she was married to Mr. Dorman. Two 
sons of the decedent, Jacob and George, 
"followed the flag.'' Jacob was killed 
by the blowing up of a gunboat on the 
James river, in Virginia, in 1S64. It 
ft as a federal boat and was destroyed 
Dy the rebels. George served a num- 
ber of years in the regular service, 
roughing it with the Forty-first Penn- 
sylvanians in the southwest. In a fight 
with the Indians on the Rio Grande 
river, in Texas,in 1SS4, he was wounded 
in the hip and still carries the ball as a 
memento of the engagement.

The Former Mmister, to England a 


Victinv of- .Pneumonia. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


He Wan J»n Eminent Jarlit and Polltlehui, 


A Litterateur, a Wit and a Sporti- 


Hon. E J. Phelps, former minister 


to England, died at his home in New 
Haven, Conn., on Friday, of pneumo- 
nia. Edward John Phelps was the son

of Samuel S. Phelps, who represented 
the Green Mountain state in the United 
States senate and who was for many 
years a justice of the supreme court of 
Vermont. He was born at Middlebury, 
Vt., 
in 1822, and on his graduation 


from the college in his native place, in 
1840, entered the office of Horatio Sey- 
mour at Utica, N. Y., where he studied 
law. 


He completed his studies in one 


year's attendance at the Law School of 
Yale, and in 1843 was admitted to the 
bar of Vermont. He began to practise 
in Burlington, then the largest town 
in the state, where he attained the 
highest position in his profession. 
President Fillmore appointed 
him 


second comptroller of the United States 
treasury in 1851 and he served until 
the close of the administration. In the 
Vermont constitutional convention of 
1870 Mr. Phelps was a delegate and 
largely directed the business of the 
convention. 


In I860 he became president of the 


American Bar association and in the 
aame year was a candidate for the gov- 
ernorship of Vermont on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, but failed of election. In 
the following year he became Kent 
professor of law at Yale university. 


When Mr. Cleveland was first inaug- 


urated, in 1885, he appointed Mr. 
Phelps minister to Great Britain and 
he served until relieved by Robert T. 
Lincoln, who was appointed by Presi- 
dent Harrison in 1889. In 1890 Mr. Phelps 
was the candidate of the Democratic 
party in the Vermont legislature for 
United States senator, but failed of 
election. 


Under the provisions of the Bering 


sea arbitration treaty, Mr. Phelps was 
in 1892 appointed by President Harri- 
son a member of the commission, his 
associates being Henry W. Blodgett, 
judge of the United States district 
court, and James C. Carter, of New 
York. The court convened in'Paris on 
February 23, 1893, and fully and satis- 
factorily settled the important points 
at issue between the United States and 
Great Britain, the closing address being 
made by Mr. Phelps. 
This was his 


last appearance in public life. 


Mr. Phelps was all his life an ardent 


Democrat. Besides being a jurist and 
politician, he was a litterateur, a wit 
and a sportsman. He was also a bril- 
liant after-dinner speaker and a poet 
of no mean order.

Truce In Kentucky. 


Judge Fields, in the circuit court at 


Louisville, Ken., on Saturday decided 
that he had no jurisdiction in the cases 
brought to determine the governorship 
controversy. He held that the consti- 
tution vests in the legislature the 
power to decide contests for this office. 
Caleb Powers, the Republican secre- 
tary of state of Kentucky, and Captain 
Davis, of Frankfort, were arrested at 
Lexington on Saturday night, after 
sensational flight from the state capi- 
tol. They are charged with being ac- 
cessory to the assassination of Goebel. 
The civil officers at Frankfort had at 
tempted to arrest the men during the 
day, but were denied access to the ex- 
ecutive building by the troops, under 
the orders of Governor Taylor. Both 
governors are guarded by militiamen. 
The legislature, which has been in 
session at Frankfort, adjourned sine 
die on Tuesday. That body appropri- 
ated $100,000 for the use of Governor 
Beckham in reorganizing the state 
militia. Taylor and Beckham, the rival 
executives, have agreed to "suspend 
hostilities" until the court of appeals 
has decided the questions in dispute.

Arbor I>iiys. 


Governor Stune has issued a procla- 


mation desiguatiug April G and 20 as 
Arbor Days and expressing the hope 
that the action of the stale officials in 
putting in force the laws creating 
forest reserves may meet with pub- 
lic approval and that the sentiment 
favorable thereto may be strengthened. 
"The inestimable benefits of the cus- 
tom of Arbor Day observance," the 
governor says, "are evidenced by the 
ever increasing beauty of our parkfa 
and avenues. 
Especially should Ar- 


bor Day be observed in view of the 
fact that the state, in compliance with 
several acts of assembly 
creating 


forest reserves, is now purchasing for- 
est lands. This has greatly increased 
the market value of similar wooded 
tracts and a larger revenue should 
come to the counties from taxes levied 
upon them. The results in other coun- 
ties show that there will soon be a 
considerable revenue to the state from 
the sale of merchantable timber taken 
from its forest reserves, but the im- 
mediate benefit is to the people, who 
will have the right to go upon these 
lands for fishing, hunting, outing 
and camping, without feeling them- 
selves liable as trespassers. Our cities 
have their parks, maintained at great 
expense. These forest reserves will 
be the people's parks, free to all who 
comply with the laws for their preser- 
vation." 


Improvement Ou the H. & B. T. 


A despatch from Huntingdon to the 


daily papers says that the Huntingdon 
and Broad Top Railroa I company has 
awarded a contract to M. T. Fogarty 
& Co., of New York city, for the con- 
struction of a change of line on its 
road between Tatesville and Royer's 
siding. The change will result in the 
elimination of a number of large tres- 
tles and the abandonment of a very 
steep grade. The length of the line 
affected by the change is 9,500 feet and 
six trestles will be dispensed with 
ranging in height from sixty to ninety 
feet. Work will be started at once and 
it is estimated that its completion will 
require three months. About 300 men 
will be employed. The work of recon- 
structing theSaxton furnaces, which 
are located on the Huntingdon and 
Broad Toprailroad.has been completed 
and the plant will be put in operation 
about April 15. These furnaces, al- 
though lying in the heart of the coal 
and iron ore district, have been idle 
for several years.

If 
that were true it would he interesting 
to know who suggested the change of 
base.

Growth of the World's Great Cities. 
One of the conspicuous results of 


cheapened transportation and the fa- 
cility with which the products of field, 
forest, mine and factory can be trans- 
ferred to the consumer has been the 
rapid increase in population of all our 
cities. In 1S90 over forty-five per cent, 
of the population of New York state 
(nearly six millions) was concentrated 
in four cities, while it is estimated 
that the greater city of New York con- 
tains at present not less and probably 
more than fifty per cent, of the state's 
population. Nor 
is this 
tendency 


characteristic only of American cities, 
though the general impression seems 
to be that it is more conspicuous with 
us. In 
fact, many European cities 


(notably those of Germany) have out- 
stripped ours in growth. In 1S70Berlin 
had about 150,000 less people than 
New York; io 1390 it had over 73,000 
more. 
In 1S75 Hamburg exceeded 


Boston in population by but 6.000, 
while in 1S90 the German city TOES 
more than 121,000 ahead. Meanwhile 
the rural population the world over 
has increased very slowly, or has posi- 
tively decreased.

gether of large numbers of people, 
without proper regard to sanitary con- 
ditions, has always resulted in great 
mortality, 
as witness the terrible 


plagues which have swept over the 
old cities of Europe,and the disastrous 
results during the summer of 1S98 of

Every soul, like the cup, is glad ol 
what it holds. 


"Mr. Major himself has said, in his 


straightforward 
way, 'It is wbat a 


man does that counts.' By this rule 
of measurement Mr. Major has a lib- 
eral girth. 
The writing of When 


Knighthood was in Flower "was a deed 
of no ordinary dimensions, especially 
wben we take into account the fact 
that the writer had not b'een trained 
to authorship or to the literary artist's 
craft; but was a country lawyer, with 
an office to sweep every morning and a 
few clients with whom to worry over 
dilatory cases and doubtful fees. 


"The law, as a profession, is said to 


be a jealous mistress, ever ready and 
maliciously anxious to drop a good- 
sized stumbling-block in the patb of 
her devotee whenever he appears to be 
straying in the direction of another 
love. Indeed, many are the young men 


who, 
on turning from Blackstone and 


Kent in a comfortable law office to 
Scott and Byron, have lost a lawyer's 
living, only to grasp the empty air of 
failure in the fascinating garret of the 
scribbler. 
But nothing succeeds like 


success, and genijs has a way of 
changing rules and forcing the gates 
of fortune. And when we see the 
proof that a fresh genius has once 
more wrought the miracle of reversing 
all the fine logic of facts, so as to 
wring success and fame out of the very 
circumstances and conditions which 
are said to render the feat impossible, 
we all wish to know how he did it, 


"Balzac, when he felt the inspira- 


tion of a new novel in his brain, re- 
tired to an obscure room and there, 
with a pot of villainous black coffee at 
his elbow, wrote night and day, almost 
without food and sleep, until the book 
was finished. Gen. Lew Wallace put 
Ben Hur on paper in the open air of a 
beech grove, with a bit of yellowish 
canvas stretched above him to soften 
the light. Some authors use only the 
morning hours for their literary work; 
others prefer the silence of night. A 
few cannot write save when surround- 
ed by books, pictures and luxurious 
furniture, while some must have a 
bare room with nothing in it to dis- 
'tract attention. Charles Major wrote 
When 
Knighthood 
was in Flower 


on Sunday afternoons, the only time 
he had free from the exactions of the 
law. 
He was full of his subject, how- 


ever, and doubtless his clients paid the 
charges in the way of losses through 
demurrers neglected and motions and 
exceptions not properly presented ! 


"One 
thing about Mr. Major's work 


deserves special mention; itshowscon- 
scientious mastery of details, a sure 
evidence of patient study. 
What it 


may lack as literature is compensated 
for in lawful coin of human interest 
and in general truthfulness to the facts 
and the atmosphere of the life he de- 
picts. When asked how he arrived at 
his accurate knowledge of old London 
—London in the time of Henry VIII.— 
he fetched an old book, Stow's Survey 
of London, from his library and said: 


" 'You remember in my novelsthat 


Mary goes one night from Bridewell 
castle to Billingsgate ward through 
strange streets and alleys. Well, that 
journey I made with Mary, aided by 
Stow's Survey, with his map of old 
London before me.' 


"It is no contradiction of terms to 


speak of fiction as authentic. 
Mere 


vraisemblauce is all very well in works 
of pure imagination; but a historical 
romance does not satisfy the reader's 


j sense of justice unless its setting and 


background and atmosphere are true 
to time, place and historical facts. Mr. 
Major felt the demand of his undertak- 
ing and respected it. He collected old 
books treating of English life and man- 
ners in the reign of Henry VIII., pre- 
ferring to saturate his mind with what 


frank show of self-knowledge on the 
authors part. He knew his equip- 
ment and he did not attempt to go 
beyond what it enabled him to do and 
do well. Hia romance will not go 
down the ages as a companion of 
Scott's, 
Thackeray's, 
Hugo's 
and 


Dumas'; but read at any time by any 
fresh-minded person, it will 
afford 


that shock of pleasure which always 
comes of a good- story enthusiastically 
told and of a pretty love-drama frankly 
and joyously presented. 
Mr. Major 


has the true dramatic vision and not- 
able cleverness in the art of making 
effective conversation. 


"The little Indiana town in which 


Mr. Major lives and practises the law 
is about twenty miles from Indianap- 
olis and hitherto has been best known 
as the former residence of Thomas A. 
Hendricks, late vice president of the 
United States. 
Already the tide of 


kodak artists and autograph hunters 
has found our popular author out and 
his clients are being pushed aside by 
vigorous interviewers and reporters in 
search of something about the next 
hook. 
But the author of "When 


Kn'ghthood was in Flower" is an ex- 
tremely difficult person to handle. 
It 


is told of him that he offers a very em- 
phatic objection to having his home 
Life and private affairs flaunted before 
the public under liberal headlines and 
with 'copious illustrations.' Mr. Major 
is forty-three and happily married; 
well built and dark; looking younger 
than 
his years, genial, 
quiet and 


domestic to a degree; he lives what 
would seem to be an ideal life in a 
charming home, across the threshold 
of which the curiosity of the public 
need not try to pass. As might be 
taken for granted, Mr. Major has been 
all his life a loving student of history. 


"Perhaps to the fact that he has 


never studied romance as it is in art 
is largely due his singular power over 
the materials a ad atmosphere of his- 
tory. At all events, there is some- 
thing remarkable in his vivid pictures 
not in the least traceable to literary 
form nor dependent upon a brilliant 
command of diction. The characters 
in his book are warm, vascular, pas- 
sionate human beings and the air they 
breathe is real air. The critic may 
wince and make faces over frequent 
and glaring lapses from taste and 
protest against a literary style which 
cannot be defended from any point of 
view; yet there is Mary in flesh and 
blood and there is Caskoden, a verita- 
ble prig of a good fellow—there, in- 
deed, are all the dramatis personae, not 
merely true to life, but living beings. 


"Mr. Major's biography shows a fine, 


strong American life. He was born in 
Indianapolis, July 25, 1856. Thirteen 
years later he went with his father's 
family to Shelbyville, where he was 
graduated from the public school in 


1S73, 
and in 1875 he concluded his 


course in the University of Michigan. 
Later he read law with his father, and 
in 1877 was admitted to tbe bar. Eight 
years later he stood for the legislature 
and was elected on the Democratic 
ticket. 
He served with credit one 


term and has since declined all polit- 
ical honors, although his ability and 
personal popularity make him just the 
man for success at the polls. The 
title, When Knighthood was in Flower, 
was not chosen by Mr. Major, whose 
historical taste was satisfied with 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk. 
And who knows but that the latter 
title would have proved just the 
weight to sink a fine book into ob- 
scurity 1 John J. Curtis, of the Bowen- 
Merrill 
company, suggested When 


Knighthood was in Flower, a phrase 
taken from Leigh Hunt's poem, the 
Gentle Armour.

rather than depend upon recent histo- 
rians. In this he chose well, for the 
romancer's art, different from the his- 
torian's, needs the literary shades and 
colors of the period it would portray. 
Another clever choice on the part of 
our author was to put the telling of 
the story in the mouth of his heroine's 
contemporary.

often been done by romancers before 
Mr. Major; but be choose well, never- 
theless.

Bravery ami Patience of the British Sol- 
dlrrs—A Conference Which Looks Toward 


Peace—Mrs. 3Ioli»eux's Letter.

>>~EW YOKK, March 13 —The great 


sensation of last weak was the news 
from South Africa, telling of the long 
expected relief of Lidysmith and ai a 
consequence another nail in the coffin 
of the Boers. The time for the turn 
of the tide had come and notice was 
s«rved on the people of South Africa 
and all the world beside that the Boers 
were no longer to have it all their own 
way. "Bobs" to the front has taught 
these Afrikanders a new le&son. Strate- 
gy with him means something and he 
was not long in the saddle when the 
-Boers heard something drop. 


His mer, under most unexampled 


difficulties seldom equalled and never 
surpassed in the war annals of the 
world, poorly fed, unshielded from th» 
weather which poured down upon them 
a pitiless flxid; they bore it with > 
bravery and patience which will en- 
shrine their names with immortality 
when the history of this war shall have 
been written. 
For a time, notwith- 


standing the »tory of their suffering 
and sacrifice, we were led to the verge 
of doubt if their abilities were equal 
to success. 


We saw the brave Gordons leave one- 


half of the r number dead on the bat- 
tlefield and the Inniskillins, weary and 
hungry, offering themselves as a sacri- 
fice Vo their country and their queen. 
There wag no trace of cowardice or 
faltering anywhere. Weak with hun- 
ger, they were strong in hope, worn 
by disease, almost unable to move, 
they looked forward to the day whan 
they would stand in the ranks, ready 
once more to defend the heritage which 
they believed their right. 


When of old a sojourner in a foreign 


land said, "I am a Koman citizen," 
it meant that the conquering eagles 
of hia native land stood between him 
and harm. 
That tradition has come 


down through abuccession of ages to the 
men who call Great Britain their home. 
No matter how poor or how ranch 
suffering they are called upon lo en- 
dure they know that tne watchful eye 
of their mother land follows them 
wherever the stars shine or the sun 
rises and sets. It is this that holds 
them faithful in the ranks even in the 
face of death, for they know that'the 
loved ones they leave behind will not 
be forgotten by their country. 


We regard the federal syttem as the 


perfection of human government. Our 
republic has grown in the estimation 
of tae world with unexampled rapidity; 
in the last few years the nation of 
shop-keepers and money-getters is a 
myth of the past. We notv take our 
rank among the great nations of the 
earth. 
Who shall blame the Briton 


for loving his form of government, 
which gives every guarantee of civil 
and religious liberty? What have we 
under government protection that he 
has not? It fills one with wonder and 
admiration to see the loyal response 
with which British subjects far apart 
as the equator and the poles respond to 
the call of a weak woman. Her sons 
step right into the post of danger, 
where death is almost certain, yet 
making the sacrifice without a tremor. 


A piece of bunting, the Stars and 


Stripes, represents America's love and 
loyalty, and the queen stands for every- 
thing tbat an Englishman loves and 
honors. 
His heart must be stunted 


and prejudiced indeed who is not 
thrilled at the loyal response whicn 
England's far distant children made to 
the motherland. Australia offered her 
best service at her country's call and 
sealed the contract with her blood. 
Canada, loyal to the core, was not be- 
hind her other distant children, but, 
proud of the motherland, was found 
among the foremost in the thickest of 
the fight. Even starving India desired 
to offer her sons as a sacrifice to the 
nation's loyalty and love. It was a 
grand response, that shall be as long 
remembered as great deeds are treas- 
ured among men. 


The campaign, hurriedly undertaken 


and not thoroughly prepared, was one 
long chapter of disaster. There seem- 
ed to be no plan among the British 
commanders that was not met half 
way and counterchecked Dy the Boers 
But the most alarming discovery tbat 
shook the faith of the people in the 
wisdom of the war department was 
that these ^oers, whom we almost re- 
garded as half civilized, had armed 
thei.- rude army, just called from their 
farms and pastures, with the finest of 
implements of war, embracing all the 
new and dreadful discoveries for hu- 
man destruction. And in heavy ord- 
nance that could strike a foe at a 
distance of many miles,, far superior to 
that possessed by the British, which 
regarded itself as the foremost warlike 
people of the world. It was a humili- 
ating confession, learned late but not 
altogether profitless. 


The change in command called from 


his repose one of England's foremost 
soldiers. He supposed, after a long 
life spent in his country's service, that 
he was fairly entitled to rest for his 
remaining years.

There was no longer a doubt in the 


nation's heart as to how the war 
would end. Xo terms bat unqualified 
submission would be received. 


The news that the presidents of the 


Transvaal and the Orange republics are 
to meet in tbe territory of the latter, 
in conference, which looks toward 
peace, has been received with unquali- 
fied satisfaction. If requested by the 
combatants, the United States or Gar- 
many would no doubt be most happy 
to assist ia stopping that dreadful 
destruction of life and property and it 
is settled in every thoughtful mind 
what tbe final result will be. 


At this time, after suffering and sac- 


rifice almost without a parallel, we 
hear a voice from the grand mauso- 
leum ou the heights or Riverside.where 
sleeps the grandest hero of the cen- 
tury, "Let us have peace."

Views of a Farmer Who Find* la If 


Alnny and IjnMtintf BciiefltH. 


Some farmers appear to think the on- 


ly gain from undcrdrnining is that the 
soil is dry enough to work sooner after 
hard rains aod will yield better crops 
when the season Is wet. But this is by 
no means all the benefit, according to 
an Ohio'Farmer correspondent who Is 
an enthusiastic advocate of tile drain- 
age. 
He uames and comments upon 


the following additional reasons for bis 
faith: 


First, a better yield in dry seasons; 


second. It is easier to keep the ground 
clear of weeds; third, vegetables, grass, 
etc., are made more palatable; fourth, i 
wbeat and clover do not heave out so 
much by freezing and thawing; fifth,' 
the soil does not wash so much; sixth. 
It makes the soil more fertile. 


To say that ditching prevents dam- 


age liy drought may seem strange to 
those \vlio have iiuvur tried nuderdrain- 
ing their laud, but tliose who have 
tried it know that the crops over and 
near a tile ditch are better lu a dry 
season than where ao tile are used. 
The droughts that do the most damage 
are those \vlicre a dry summer and 
fall follow an open winter and a wet 
spring. This is caused by the wet 
weather in tlie spring making the soil 
run together ami becoming compact. 
When di'y weather follows, it is more 
injurious than if Hie soil is loose, as it 
generally is over anil near a tile ditch.

to get rid of weeds—a little observation 
will prove it to be correct. 
It is in the 


wet spots in the wheattields where the 
wheat is killed by the water that the 
dock.'rngweiul, chess ami other pests 
are tlie woi st.

They 
should have learned long ago which 
party is the frien'tl of monopoly and 
capitalism, but as late is better than 
never, we shall expert them now to 
turn in to help defeat tbe money trust 
and tariff trust which are responsible 
for most of the others. 


No better illustration of the supreme 


selfishness of a protective tariff has 
been afforded than that furnished by 
the action of the Pennsylvania 
Edi- 


torial association at a meeting held 
recently at Harrisburg. Many of tha 
editors in attendance have for ion; 
years been preaching protective tariff 
and its righteousness. As long as the 
tariff put up the price of the farmer's 
plow and the mechanic's plane the Re- 
publican editor thought it all right, but 
since the gentlemen in the protected 
industries have grown so greedy and 
so reckless as to begin picking the 
pockets of their best 
friends, 
the 


editors themselves, the brethren begin 
to squeal and loudly demand that the 
government cease giving aid and com- 
fort to that particular class of pick- 
pockets who steel from editors under 
the sanction of law and in the name 
of protection. 
Not a word of protest 


comes from the Republican editor as 
long as the protection robber takes 
from the farmer and the mechanic, hut 
when the tariff baron reaches for the 
profits of the editor, tis action is de- 
nounced as a grievous injustice. They 
declare that such stealing is putting 
a tax on knowledge, literature, intel- 
ligence and so on, and cannot be tol- 
erated. 
If a tariff could tax out of 


existence all such foolish and mis- 
chievous knowledge and literature as 
is sent out by tariff organs, it might 
for once in the world's history be said 
to have done good and not harm. One 
of the resolutions passed unanimously 
by tbe Editorial association is that "no 
trust should be fostered by legislation, 
such as tariff duties; in other words, 
if trusts are honestly organized to re- 
duce expenses and consequently the 
price of products, they should depend 
on their own business sagacity, and 
not upon protection given to them by 
the government." 
In all reason why 


should not this principle apply to the 
individual or the corporation as well 
as to the trust? 
If a man under a 


government that grants no special 
privileges fails to make money in a 
business venture, it is evidence con- 
clusive that he either has gone into a 
wrong business or lacks business abil- 
ity, and in either case why should his 
neighbors be taxed for his benefit? 
Taxation for the purpose of paying the 
legitimate expenses of government is 
right, but taxing some citizens in or- 
der to give I he money to others is 
an outrage. 
Gradually, but far too 


slowly, the people are awakening to the 
criminal folly of taxation under the 
false pretenses of protection. 


The Late 
General fjawton 
Considered 


Them Fine Soldiers. 


In a recent number of The Oongre- 


gationalist, of Boston, the Rev. Peter 
MacQueen, who has been in the Phil- 
ippines for the past year in service 
with the army, quotes Major General 
Henry W. Lawton as saying: 


"The Filipinos are a fine lot of sol- 


diers. They are far better than the 
Indian. The latter never fight unless 
they have the absolute 
advantage. 


The Tagalis are what I would call a 
civilized race. They are good mechan- 
ics. Imitative, they manufacture ev- 
erything. Taking everything into con- 
sideration, the few facilities they have, 
the many drawbacks, they are a very 
Ingenious and artistic race, and taking 
into account tbe disadvantage they 
have to fight against in arms, equip- 
ment and military discipline, they are 
the bravest men I have ever seen. 


"The Filipinos are not military by 


nature. 
They are rather domestic in 


taste and habits, peace loving and in- 
dustrious. Nine-tenths of the people 
of the island will strongly favor peace, 
even at the expense of some of their 
theories, wishes and hopes. I believe 
that with a liberal government, such as 
the United States can and will estab- 
lish, they will be a peaceable, thrifty, 
happy people. I believe that it was a 
great misfortune that we were not able 
to give them a chance to sample our 
government before hostilities opened. 


"Amons them are many 
cultured 


people who would ornament society 
anywhere in the world. Ladies who 
have studied and traveled, men who 
have good education and fine brain. 
Take them as a. class, there can as 
manv o£ thorn read and write as the in- 
hab ants in many places in America. 
AVli it we want is to stop this accursed 
war. It is time tor diplomacy, time 
for mutual understandings. These men 
are indomitable. At Baccor bridge they 
waited till the Americans brought their 
cannon to within 35 yards of their 
trenches. Such men have the right to 
be heard. All they want is a little jus- 
tice. I established a civil government 
at Belinaf, with the government entire- 
ly in the haiuls of the natives. It work- 
ed to perfection. All these people need 
for self government is the protection 
of our troops till affairs have quieted j southwest, a 
down, and ilicn they, I have no doubt, . wjti! nle tret, 
will advance as vapidly as the Japan- 
ese perhaps more ranidlv. I am very 
well impressed with the Filipinos."

The 
answer is. every day IE the year and 
by the water and air that pass through 
the soil. 


While a heavy coat of stable manure 


may make bettor crops for six, eight or 
ten years and an application of com- 
mercial fertilizer' will show for several 
years, if they are not renewed the soil 
will not show any gain from them aft- 
er a time, but the tile ditch, like "a 
thing of beauty," Is "a joy forever."

Bxtennlre Improvements HexnltlnK 


From New LIIIT. 


The stfite treasury of Connecticut 


has mmlp the first payment to tbe va- 
rious towns which have availed them- 
selves of iht1 road improvement law 
passed by the last legislature. 


The essential features of that statute 


are the payment by the state of three- 
quarters of the cost of improved roads 
In towns with a tux list of $1.000,000 
or less and two-thirds of tbe cost ID 
towns with a lax list of more than 
?1,000.000. the state not to spend more 
than $173,000 in ane year nor more 
than $4,500 in any OIK- town annually, 
the sum of .f(>.000 a year for state in- 
spection to come out of the .$175.001), 
and a proviso by which a towu may. 
with the assent of the state highway 
commissioner, use tbe full amount of 
the appropriation for Iwo years. 


Tlio i-i'turns :it the b.ghwny commis- 


sioner's office show a remarkable suc- 
cess of the new law. Out of HIS towns 
In the state 115 have this year made 
applications. Out of the.$350.000 ap- 
propriated by the state for two ywirs. 
or S33S.OOO. excluding inspection ex- 
penses, all but $30.000 Is i-xhausled by 
tbe applicniions of the 115 towns, 
which will receive from $500 to $4.f>00 
cadi from Ilic state.

Stnfe UMito' 'a1 Association at Havris- 
bnrc: the other r'ny there "was a deliv- 
ernnro trnn editors with a. grievance 
on the si1' -^t of trusts. A member 
cpynplai'^d tl~nt ^ bite patier had risen 
33 per r-nnt m price within the last 
six momh^. cnvinc; lo the exactions and 
power of the pancr and pulp trusts. An- 
other editor questioned this statement, 
and said he was netting his paper 
cheaper than ever before. But inquiry 
elicited the fact that he was buying 
from a mill not in the trust and under 
a contract made before the organiza- 
tion of the trust. This was rather de- 
cisive, as it was strong proof of the 
original statement of the advance in 
paper being due to the trusts. Finally 
the matt°r was referred to a. special 
committee which reported the annex- 
ed resolutions and which were unan- 
imously adopted by the Editorial as- 
sociation: 


Resolved, r.y the Pennsylvania State 


Editorial association, that no trust 
should be fostered by legislation, such 
as tariff duties: in other words, that 
if trusts are honestly organized to re- 
duce expenses, and. consequently, the 
cost of products, they should depend 
upon their own business sagacity, not 
upon government. 


Resolved, That holding this belief as 


to all trusts, and believing that the re- 
cent increase in the cost of white paper 
and of type metal is due. in part at 
least, to the organization of trusts, and 
that it is made possible by tariff duties, 
we appeal to congress to repeal such 
tariff duties as serve to protect the 
trusts in their extortionate charges. 


As probably two-thirds of the editors 


composing the state association are 
Republicans of the Pennsylvania pro- 
tectionist tvpe, these resolutions must 
be considered remarkably significant. 
They set forth a principle which should 
be applied to the tariff in its entirety— 
to scores and hundreds of items be- 
sides white paper. The principle is 
that "no trust should be fostered by 
tariff duties." Yet that is precisely 
what has been going on since the com- 
mencement of the trust business. The 
most powerful trusts in the land exist 
today because of the fostering care of 
the tariff. And when some Democrat 
mildly suggests that they should be 
denied this favoritism instantly goes 
up the cry of "free trade" to drive peo- 
ple away from the sound principle 
enunciated by the state association of 
editors, as if it contained the germs 
of the smallpox or bubonic: plague. One 
of the most infamous trust extortion- 
ists in the union today is the tin plate 
trust, and it exists because of tariff 
taxes under the guise of protection. 
There are scores just as bad. Will the 
Pennsylvania editors have the courage 
of their convictions and hold -the same 
principle applicable to these trusts that 
they apply to the printing paper trust? 
Gentlemen of the mess, your sincerity 
and disinterestedness are on trial. Face 
the music.—Pittsl urg Post.

A Good FnriMnK Crop. 


.\e>v Oi»]»urttiiiit.v lo 
The forcing i.f ilwiuf or brush beans 


under glass has, been a favorite prac- 
tice at certain seasons of the year wit! 
most gardeners, but it is believed that 
the expL'rinu'iila of Professor P. W 
Kane of the .New Hampshire station, 
begun lu l,S!Ki-7. iu the forcing of the 
pole or ninning varieties are perhaps 
the first of their kind to claim atten- 
tion. The pole beau, like cucumbers, 
tomatoes trained to one stem, sweet 
corn, etc.. must have plenty of heat: 
room or space above the bench or beti 
in which to develop. 
Doubtless 


accounts for its not liavlnt; been con- 
sidered before. 
The modern lettuce 


and cucumber house, with the beds di- 
rectly on the ground, are well adapted 
for this crop. 


Professor Kane's experience as sum- 


med up by himself was very satisfac- 
tory ami appears to open up another 
new avenue for the energies of enter- 
prising market gardeners. Ills conclu- 
sions arc: 


Pole beans should be included iu the 


list of vegetables adapted for forcing 
under glass. 


The requisites for forcing pole beans 


under glass are practically the same 
as for bush beans, sweet corn, melons, 
cucumbers, etc., a night temperature 
of not less than (JO degrees, with 10 de- 
grees or more higher during the day. 
The bouse should be kept moist, and 
the soil likewise should never become 
very dry. 


The hou.se adapted for forcing pole 


beans should h.-ive considerable space 
above the beds, ranging about eight 
feet.

Why tile Farmer Slionld \rit, [I 


I'll. Dalit] HiKllwiiyN. 


The exact ratio of value between 


farm and city property is not known, 
but more than one-half of the taxable 
property in Minnesota is in tlie cities 
and villages, with a continual tenden- 
cy, as the state grows older, to increase 
the value of city property as compared 
with the value of farm property, says 
A. B. Choate. lu some of the eastern 
•itates the proportion of state taxes 
paid by the farmers to that paid by the 
owners of city property is very small 
indeed. 


The bearing which this has upon the 


question of state aid is very apparent 
for if the farmers are required to pay 
:ases on their proportionately very 
small amount of property to improve 
the long stretches of country roads, 
while the city people pay only enough 
axes on their great wealth to improve 
the roads within the city limits, it will 
be necessary that the road taxes levied 
tpon farm property shall be very much 
leavier in proportion to the value of 
hat property than the road taxes upon 
city property. Without any attempt at 
accuracy, because the exact proportion 
s not known, the accompanying facts 
show this inequality. 
With so much 


uoney and with much less territory 
he cities have a very unfair advantage 
over country districts. 


The country roads never have been, 


ought not to be and never will be im- 
proved at the sole expense of the farm- 
lug property. It Is absolutely impossi- 
ble for the farmers to do it. Since tlie 
whole state is interested in the im- 
provement of all the roads aud since 
the city people are Interested in and 
anxious to have the country roads Im- 
proved, it would be fair to levy a tax 
on all the property in the state for the 
improvement of the roads. 
This is 


what is meant by state aid. It is vecy 
similar to the plan now In operation 
whereby the state contributes to the 
expeuse of comnry schools. The state, 
you know, does not uudertake to con- 
duct the country district schools, but 
It does say that if any school district 
shall run a school of a certain charac- 
ter a certain number of months iu the 
year testate will contribute to the ex- 
pense. 


Permanent Road«. 


Permanent road building is not ac- 


complished by ordinary highway work, 
but by constructing roads thai will 
take care of themselves for a reasona- 
ble time. Permanency should lie con- 
sidered with reference to locality, trav- 
el and other kindred condition* aud 
should not lie made loo expensive. Ex- 
travajiancc is a danger to be avoided 
as one thai will imperil tlie whole en- 
terprise. \\V should regulate our pi-og- 
ress in ihis respect by practical econo- 
my.—.losial- Cruul.

The disbursements as stated above em- 


brace the repayment of loans made during 
the year to supply temporary deficiencies 
occasioned by the periods elapsing between 
the legal payments of their requisition, 
amounting to 83,500, and which were paid 
out of the accruing year's fund, with bal- 
ance in hands of treasurer, leave the actual 
disbursements made but a small amount 
over §13,000. In view of the fact of the 
large demands made upon the directors, at 
the beginning of the year on account of the 
epidemic of alleged smallpoi, the quaran- 
tining of families, and in fact sections of 
communities together with the almost un- 
precedented severity of the weather of last 
winter,whiohnecessarily brought in its train 
accumulated and increased suffering and 
de3titution,called for vastly more than ordi- 
nary care and expenditure and had it not 
been for the valuable and timely aid co-in- 
cident of charitable societies connected 
with the various churches in some sections 
of the county, the record ol eipenditiires 
would have been much larger.
